It was rather amusing, in 
some instances, especially in one 
case where a farmer had apparently 
a kick coming regarding the fixing 
of a slough, but when it was proved 
conclusively to this particular 
farmer that the road overseer had 
been atthe spot on more than one 
occasion prepared to do the work 
and had tound that those who had 
been kicking with regard to this 
particular spot had not appeared on 
the scene when requested to do so, 
for the purpose of fixing up the bad 
spot. It may perhaps be policy to 
mention that the council] have only 
two graders at their disposal and as 
these are spoken for by the different 
districts under the direction of the 
overseers, they have very rarely 
been idle during the season, and 
when a farmer will not leave his 
ordinary work to attend to the road 
work, it not only inconveniences his 
own particular district, but the 
whole community suffers in part. 
In spite of any inconvenierces caused 
by delay in this respect, during the 
season, some 1512 miles of road 
have been graded, besides a large 
quantity of fills and slip work being 
done. 

In respect to weeds, this constie 
tuted a big problem. Besides the 
weed inspector for the district, Mr 
Falkner, four other inspectors had 
been appointed to work in their own 
immediate vicinities. $1000 oo had 
been expended throughout the 
Municipality for the destruction of 
noxious weeds, and quite a lot of 
good woik had been accomplished. 
Mr Falkner had requested the 
threshers to sweep off their racks 
when finishing up work on each 
farm, but he was sorry to heve to 
state that his instructions had been 
sadly neglected by quite a number, 
and he had noticed particularly, 
weed seeds spread along the road- 


ways by not obeying these simple 
instructions, He stated that if the 
farmer would not do his best to 
overcome the weed problem, they 
would soon find out that the weeds 
would get the upper hand of them, 
Some asked if the C.P.R. were ex- 
pected to clean the weeds from off 
their irrigation ditches which rau 
through private property. In this 
respect, one of the farmers present 
handed the C P.R, a bouquet and 
stated that they had done this work 
admirably well on his place during 
the season. But there were differ- 
ences of opinion. 


The weed question concluded the 
business of the meeting, which was 
then adjourned. We may state, 
however, that this was the best 
municipal meeting it has ever been 
our privilege to attend, The chair- 
man had a grasp of the whole 
sitnation, and while everyone vad a 
fair chance to air his views, his 
and his difficulties, and 
also to ask any questions bearing 
upon the matter in hand, yet there 
was no time wasted—which is usual 
at these meetings by some of the 
trying to switch off the 
subject and talk on the price of 
grain and the usual line which they 
as a rule seem totake a keen delight 
in.
